Yaatouver, July 10.— There is much 
unuoyanco in Vancouver over the act 
of the Federal government in taking 

oft' tlie rebate on gold ut the Vancou- 
ver assay ollloe, wliicU lias resulted in 
all the KloudiUe gold passing Vancou- 
ver, to Seattle and San Francisco. Al- 
though the govenimeut doubled the 
Vaiiacitj- of the assay olliec, tliey are 
scarcely dl)in^' eiioiigli business lu l^eep. 
llieiu going. The Jlnard of Trade took 
ibu matter up, and as the banks seem iu 
a measure responsible in morally siip- 
imrtiii^: tlie governiiieiil 's action, tlie 
d.aiilii-rs assucialiiiii were asl;od to meet 
the council of tin; Umtrd of Ti'ade and 
discuss the matter. They declined, stat- 
ing that they were uol prepared to talk 
as a body, and. would lirsl liavo to con- 
sidcL' Llicir iiosilion in tlic iiiittter by a 
cuiifereiiec between thciiisch e.s. Tliis 
iiii.'cliii,^' of llie bankers look iilaee today, 
and a sub.seiineiil meeliiii; will take place 
betwerii Llie bai:..iis and the Buai-il of 
Tniilc. One nf the must pruuiineut 
nicniliers of tlie Bankers' association 
slated that his opi:;ion was that the de- 
hlienuc attempt of the govorumeut to 
wi'eclc Ihu \'aiicoaver assay olllcc was 
insiiired by political luotives, and that 
'he believed tliat another year would 
ilind the Vancouver ollico abandoned, and 
an assay oUice set up in Dawson. At 
l>reseut the ^'overnment would not be 
able to elect two ineinliers foi- Dawson, 
'but if tho assay olllce was removed to 
iDawsou it would be sullicient to lui-n 
the ])olitical feeling around for tho gov- 
ei-iimout. The idea of the government 
was to bo able to technically demou- 
strate to the people of Canada at large 
that tile Vancouver assay ollico did not 
[lay. and it was necessary to remove it 
to Dawsou. At iiresent it pays Amori- 
<-aiis to take tlioir gobl to San Francisco 
umi get New Y'ork exchange or coined 
•-'old for it. Under the present system, 
the assay oQlee gives a check ou the 
lliank of Montreal, and deposits tho gold 
brick with tho bank in payment, the 
bank then sells their gold in f^an Fran- 
cisco. Tho plans of tlu? Canadian mint 
have been approved by thi> Itoyal mint, 
but the Canailian mint will not be liuilt 
iiniil next year, so that this inost niiisat- 
isl'actory slate of afi'airs Mill continue 
for this season in any event. 

\V. H. Malkin, iiresidenC of the Board 
of Trade expressed his opinion this 
morning to tlie Colonist correspondent 
on the log warehouse.

Far away in Niughsia, a walled city 
of Mongolia, General Tang iS'xi Uslang, 
ex-dioxer and loader of many thousands 
of Uliincse baiuiermeii; I'riiice Tnau, 
ex-Boxer and leader of the hordes who 
phinued to massacre all the foreigners in 
I'ckiu during that time of horror of the 
Boxer outbreak, and Lan Kuug, nn- 
iitber notorious Boxer loader, are armiug 
tlieir thonsauds of followers, including 
the army of General Tung Fuhsiang, 
which was ordered disbanded by the 
government, but which took Its arms 
and refused to disband— and a rebellion 
is being plauued which has for its object 
I ho invasion of Pekiu, and tho placing of 
Tinig Tuhsiang on tho Chinese throue. 
This is tlie startling news received by 
till' lOiiipress of India from China, 

I'ekin correspondents report that the 
relatives of I'rince Tuan there are 
greatly alarmed as a result of his iu- 
teiulcd eoup, for his union with the 
rebels means Che falling of the kuife ou 
the neck of his grainlpareuts, parents, 
sous, daughters, anil all family connec- 
tions — extennination of members of the 
family within reach of Pckin. One of 
the family is a Ohristian, and she in- 
formed the missionaries recently that 
deatli was near to her as a result of 
the intended action of Prince- Tuan. 

Tung d''uhsiang's life has been de- 
olared forfeited to the throne, he linviiig 
defied his rulers, and now all I'okin 
knows that he is jilanninir a desperate 
game, and even lookiiii; to tho throne for 
hiiiisidf. That he will act soon is re- 
garded a.4 certain by tho Chinese, for 
ho cannot maintain his large army long 
in idleness. They are now seeking to 
form an alliance with the rebels wlio 
are in tho lield in South Chihli, where 
tho acts of the troops sent against them 
by the government has roused the rebels 
to a barbaric fury.

There i.s much alarm among tlie 
el iaese merchants at I'ekin, according 
to their loiters, for the belief is grow- 
ing' that 1 roiibloiis times are soon to 
comi> again for China, and in this con- 
nection the future acts of Tung Fuh- 
si.'iiig ari' more to be dreaded, than any 
of the existing disturbances. Tliere are, 
however, dis(|uieting elements to be con- 
siilereil. Two great secret societies are 
growing iu favor and numbers — the pur- 
]ioso of one being tlie restoration of the 
Fmp(>ror. aud of the other tho com- 
idete overthrow of the Manchus and the 
i iinvning of a Chinese ruler. 

Boxorism is still practised largely iu 
sonii> sections, but it is generally believ- 
ed that there is little probability of it 
airaiu bocmniinr populai- or genei-al. Were 
the people iinileil in a common cause, 
there is little they coiibl not accom- 
plish, but with so many uiovenioms, ti,? 
stroiiL'est of the i>reseiit insurrections 
being iu Kwanirsi nud 1-v wangtunir and 
Southern Chihli, the unconsolidated 
struggles bring only constant friction, 
increased burdens, and great loss of 
life. 

The Chinese government has been very 
severe in punishing crime this year. It 
is estimated thr't over .S.flOO have been 
deeaiiitated in Pekin alone since .Tanii- 
ary. Highway robbers have made mnay 
ilistriets unsafe, especially around 
Tii'u Tsin. Between Pekin nnd the 
Western Hills, travelers, priests, toni- 
ples. etc. have been "held up" frc(]ueiit- 
ly of late. Au oOlcial sent to investi- 
•-'iite these robberies was robbed, and 
his ollicial linttou stamped in the dust. 
In consi>i]neiice of this. '2(10 troo]is were 
despaiclieil. and a traji laid for the rob- 
liers. .\ soldier disguised as a citizen, 
was sent out, lending a laden camel, 
followed hy two others who had rilles 
hidden tinder their garments. The rob- 
bers fell into the trap, and two were 
cajitured. 

Both were tortured in a manner wiiii^h 
illustrates how Cliinese ol'.iidaldom treats 
prisoners. They were first made to 
kiK (d on a pile of eh.iins, a heavy board 
\\as placed ncrosf; tl'.i> back of their 
legs, and iijiou each a heavy man stood, 
thus ernshing Mioir . shins against tho 
uneven chains and liming' them. Their 
wrists and ankles were then tied be- 
hiinl. .■ind they were hung np by their 
arms, and "to ensure tlndr tidling the 
truth," burning incense was laid along 
their bare backs. Other robbers have 
had their eye brows slashed off. It is 
these cruelties of ofl1cin*lom which 
make rebellions, and with the knowledge 
of tile terrible sufferings horne^y rela- 
tives and friends, oft unjustly, rebels 
are easily made. 

Allot her wrong which c.tusos Chinese 
to relied, is tho manner in which the 
powerful priesthood slaves thom. One 
of the Imperial temples alone jontrols 
?,itC> villages, the inhabitants of wdiieli 
are simply slaves. The.y work their 
ifielilK for tlie profit of tlie temple, and 
receive only their food for their labor. 
'Even tho Emperor himself is more or 
less subject to the priests, for qf one 
temple a legend is written that, when 
tho sacred buildings bnm, Pekin will 
he RweT>t hy a great' .flood— and so a 
threat from tho priests tofire their build- 
ing alway.i sways' the Imperial will.

Tho facts are that the Chinese 
authorities ou .luly 1st, reiiuested that 
Minister Wu would kindly ask the gov- 
ernment of the United Stales, which had 
pursued a just course from the begin- 
ning to the end, aud maintained an atti- 
tudo of great fairness, to consult at once 
the otiierjiowci-s, with u view of causing 
instructions to be sent to their represen- 
tatives in (I'hina, for a siieedy transfer 
of aiitiiority without any more delay. 
T'his reiiuest was re[)eateil on .liil.v 5th. 
Tli(^ action taken by tlie United Stales in 
liursuanco of the reiiuest resulted in the 
ascertainment of tho fact that all of the 
principal powers concerned -were in re- 
gard t-o the iiuestion of evacuation under 
terms less rigorous than those .suggested 
by the military authorities in Tien Tsin. 
As it was known beforehand to the gov- 
ernment of the United States that the 
British government shared our Tierws in 
the matter, no representations and no 
inquiries were sent to London on the 
subject.

It needs x\o gifd of prophecy to fore- 
tell that the cloud in the Far East 
which is DOW 110 bigger thnii n man's 
hand will yet, and that heforo very 
long, dcvcloi) one of the most acute 
situations ■which have ta.xed the re- 
sources of diplomacy in moderu times. 
At the present momeDt a serious crisis 
is approachins. The time is drawing 
near for Itiissia to evacuate Manchuria 
and JapuJi is deteniiinod that that ov:i- 
cuation slinll he effective. All the men 
in the Orient "who know, who are under 
tlie .surface of things, expect war sooner 
or hiter, and if Bussia does uot live 
up to her ugreenient, it may come very 
80on. As u curious parallel it may ho 
pointc<3 out that the men Avho liuew 
in South -Vfrica predicted war long be- 
fore the outbreak of actual hostilities, 
but were laughed to scorn hy the public 
ofl Croat Britain. We were eventually 
plunged into a war while in a condition 
of total tinprcjaredness. In the event 
of an outJ)reak of war between Bussia 
and Japan, aud the two countries are 
drifting iu that direction, without dis- 
guisiug the fact from each other or from 
tbeniselves. Great iBritain could not 
avoid becoming involved. It is true 
tliut .Ts the ally of .Japan she is not 
l)0unti; to' light wlienever .lapau chooses 
to declare war, but she is bound to guar- 
antee the neutrality of every other Pow- 
er except that actually at war. How 
loiij; s\i<-h an allian<-e could he. niaint.'iin- 
'ed hetuccn (Jreat Urit.-iin and .lapan on 
the one hand, and a similar unilerstaml- 
ing between Bussia and iFrnnce on the 
other, in case of actu'il hostilities, is 
liard to say; hut such an nnstalile eqiiili- 
hi-ium couh) not Ik? upheld very loni:.

China is a 
prey to internal dissensions and 
the jealousy of the Great Powers 
renders the situation dilUcult in the ex- 
tremi.', except to Bussia, whose advance 
is like the Uow of the tide, almost im- 
preceptiblo, but inexorable. Russia is 
alwayv wiHing to retire iu order to have 
leiziue to advance again. Bussiau 
policy claims u destiny wHich disregards 
obligations entered" into which are hos- 
tile to it. IIow could Great Itritain, 
I'vcn witli a base of operations in .lajian, 
coniliat the ilesigns of Bussiau policy, 
which is e.\teudiug her boundaries soiith- 
Avni'd, under such conditions that every 
yard gained beconips an integral part 01' 
the Uussiaii Fniiiiiv, it' she were isolated 
in dOuroiieV Hut the wheat plain's 
of Canada are more fertile and nourish 
u more aggressive and enterprising popu- 
lation than the steppes of Siberia. This 
llOastern (laestion, the true and only 
K.'isiern iiiiestioii, iiioMiis the civilizatiDii 
tliat is (lowing westwards meeting with 
a tide of barbarous Sbn-onie expansion 
upon the neutral ground of the riehcst, 
but most inert hJnipire in the world. 
W'liere a tide meets a river thusi' who 
navigate in small boats are likely to ho 
swamped. The British Jimpire is no 
small boat, but rather a new launched 
<'i'art of modern dimensions. And like 
a Hew steamer in roiiirli water, the liril- 
ish Kmpire is likely to "lind itself" in 
the turbulence of the Eastern (|iiestioii. 
But the elleetiveness of Hritish policv, 
the hoiie of its being able tu .■<inili;U 
Bussia, ami ihe advantage it possesses 
over the |>olieies of other European 
iiaiions deiieiid entirely on the vautage 
ground it possessi's in .North America. 
This makes the Imperial sigiiilieanee of 
British Columbia.

■We siip|>ose that the eonditimis under 
which busiuess is carried on in the Unit- 
ed rStates render the rise of such a 
phenomenon as .John W. (iaics inevit- 
able. Everyone who has evei- Im'cm in 
a niiuiug country is familiar with his 
name, and recently a great many people 
who have nothing to do with mining 
li;ive become familiar witli it. Until 
rc(/eiitly liis name has been connected 
with a rock crusher which he made, and 
which is admitted to be the best on the 
market. Of late, however, John W. 
Gates has been inventing macliinery for 
cnishin- other things besides rock, and 
so far ho has been remarkably success- 
ful. Somo time ago the Gates Iron 
Works at Chicago were merged in a 
very large machinery concern, whose 
name is familiar to most. This merger 
left John W. with a few loose millions, 
and a large amount of leisure time. 
There are rumors of a poker game which 
began in Liverpool and ended iu Chi- 
cago, and which reiiuired live figure 
cheques to effect a balauce. But these 
are merely rumors, and are probably 
unautheiitie and tuisehievous. But John 
W. dates took a whirl in Wall street, 
lie dill all kinds of things 10 the shares 
of a certain railway conipany. lie set 
W'aU street hy the ears, and reaped 
enormous pndits. Knt the odd thing 
about our frieud, .Toliii W. is iliis, that 
he did not want control of the railway, 
ho had no railway merger in siglit, he 
was perfectly satistieil with the manage- 
ment, he went into the speculation 
purely and simply for the fun and ex- 
citement it|all'oriled him. ,llis incursion 
into railway liiiance ended as suddeuly 
as it began, and he retired from the 
field with an enormously enhanced bank 
account, il^ately .John W. has bohhed 
up in another direction. lie coinered 
.luly corn, lie did ii; hefore people knew 
what he was thdiig. ]?ut as soon as he 
liad got the "shorts" into a corner, the 
whole business had lost its pleasure lor 
liiiu altogether. lie invited them to 
settle, and retired from the corn market 
just MS he hail retired from the wheat 
market, with a very much fatter pocket 
hook than when he went in. 'J'he cor- 
ner in corn. was assuuiing very seiions 
dimensions. It was drastic and com- 
plete. The "shorts" made a great com- 
plaint to! the committee of the Chicago 
Jioard of Trade, hut the answer of 
John \V. Gates was conclusive, "If peo- 
ide sell the wind they must expect to 
reai> the whirlwind." .Mosfnl' ihc great 
oiierators in wheat and railways coiicimI 
their gambling iiroiiensii ies under a dis- 
guise of business. X. ' ■ ' di , \V. 
tlates. He is perfectly frank ahoul tlie 
nature of the trnn.sactions in whii hi he 
is cii-aged, and equally frank in giv- 
ing his reasons for engaging in them— 
they amuse and stimulate him. He is 
a (•beerfii! loser, but .so far has been 
an- almost iuvarlalile winner. ,^ome 
day, however, .lohn W. will lose Ids luck 
or his nerve, or whatever it may lie 
calle<l, or he will meet a man who can 
lilan deeper and see further than liiiii- 
self; and the (diances are excellent thai 
if h(> (hies not change his course, and 
invest his money in government bonds.

Keruij; the city, was oiiened in the 
iCoHUcil Chambers at the City ill all yes- 
terday. Tliere were but six witnesses. 
Chief Watson, .Actinj; Chief .MeDowell, 
Callinan Xorlli, Water Commissioner 
Kaymur and I'oreman I'reece of the 
Wiiter Works departineiil. The evidence 
went to show that Chief Waisoii set 
lire to the. liiiililin^' ■\vitliimt eiuisultinn 
any other oUieial, or the -Mayor or Fire 
Wiirilens, ami that he did it with the 
view of fc'ivius his men a drill. It Avas 
iKiinted out too, that if the hose had 
been connected to difl'erent hydrants 
there •would have been lots of pressure. 
.\» It was, the engine was pumping 
from the si.\ inch main at the fool of 
Frn-t street, and the attempt was made 
111 f:et water for two more lines of hose 
fioiii the same main at the corner of 
Lan.i;ley ;iiiil Fort strei'ts.
